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OFFICIAL PROGRAMME. 


His Royal Highness will leave Harewood House escorted by the F (or Harewood) Troop 
of the Yorkshire Hussars, under the Command of Captain Viscount Lascelles, and is expected 
to arrive at the Town Hall about 11,30 a.m, passing along Chapeltown Road, North Street» 
New Briggate, Briggate, Commercial Street, Park Row, South Parade, and East Parade. 


ARRIVAL AT THE TOWN HALL, 


The doors at tho North Entrance of tho Hall will be opened at 10 o'clock, and from 
10.30 a.m. to 11 A.M. there will be a performance on the Grand Organ by Dr. Spark, and 
Voeal selections by the members of the Leeds Madrigal and Motet Socicty. 

All persons invited to be present at the Ceremony in the Uall are expected to bo there 
not later than 11 o'clock. 

His Royal Wighness will be received by tho Mayor, accompanied by tho Town Clerk 
and will be conducted by the Mayor to the interior of the Tall, advancing up the centre thereof 
to the dais. 

The company in the Hall will reccivo His Royal Highness standing, 

On the entrance of His Royal Highness the National Anthem will be played. 

The Membors of the Corporation, in official costume, will already be in their places at 
the foot of the dais on the West side. 

The Justices of the Peace for the County and Borough will already be in their places at 


the foot of the dais on the Enst side. 


The company attending the Prince will either stand near the dais, or take their places in 
the recesses on either side, space in which will be reserved for them. : 


THE ADDRESS FROM THE CORPORATION. 


The Mayor, accompanied by the Town Clerk, will approach the foot of the dais and the 
Town Clerk will read the address to His Royal Highness which will be handed by the 


Mayor to the Prince, who will thon reply. 

Aftor the presentation of the address, tho following Ode, written by Mr. Walter 
Maynard, the music by Dr. Spark, will be sung by Mr. Archibald Ramsden, the chorus by 
the Leeds Madrigal and Motet Society :—

THE FIREWORKS. 
In the evening a Grand Display of Fireworks will be given by tho Mayor, in the Park, 
under the direction of Messrs. Brock, Pyrotcchnists to the Crystal Palace Company, Sydenham. 
j The Signal Rocket will be fired about 7 p.m, and the Display will last about an hour. 


THE BALL. 
The Ball, given by tho Mayor and Mrs. Barran, in honour of tho visit of His Royal 
Highness will be held in tho Victoria Hall in the evening. 
Officers in the Army, Navy, and Auxiliary Forces aro requested to appear in Uniform. 
The Doors at the North Entrance of the Town Wall will be opened at 10 o'clock. 
His Royal Highness will arrive at the Town Mall about 1L o’clock, and it is expected 
that the Guests invited to meet him will all have arrived previous to tha entry of tho Prince 


into the Ball Room. 


POLICE ARRANGEMENTS. 


1.—Except for the’ passage of Volunteer Corps and other authorised persons, all traffic 
from Roundbay Toll Bar to Harchills Lune, will bo entirely stopped from 12 af neon, 
until tho Royal procession shall have passed ; and all traffic from Marchills Lano, along tho 


route of the procession, namely :—

Town Hall, and at certain etroct ends, Barricades will bo constructed, and tho police will be 
istationed at intervals of from 10 to 20 yards, on each side of the route. No vehicles or cattle 
‘will be allowed to pass along such streets, but they will be closed for all purposes, excepting that 


of the Royal procession and persons with vehicles holding authorized passes; the latter vill be 
allowed to enter any point of the Royal route up to 11.30 a.m, and proceed to the Park, which 


they will bo allowed to enter up to 12 o’clock at noon. 


The traffic arriving between the hours of 11 and 12 from Roundhay Toll Bar to H_ rehills 
Lane, must be turned from Roundhay Road along that portion of the Lane leading t York 
Road. No traffic must pass from the Chapel-Allerton side of Harehills Lane into Ro: ndhay 


Road, except persons with authorized passes, after 11 a.m. ~ 


3,—Persons, with vehicles, procecding to the Park, who have entered the route of the 
Procession before 10.30 a.m., and are not provided with Platform Tickets, must pass uj Park 
Road to the Wert Lodge Gate of Roundhay Park, into a field set apart for thé p rpose. 
They may there leave their Carriages and walk into the park, on a road which will be inc cated. 
On leaving tho Paik they may return by the road they entered, to their Carriages, anc leave 
by Park Road. 


4.—Persons with Platform Tickets, in vehicles, and not taking part in the Royal 
Procession, may pass through the Front Gate, or entrance to the Park, up to 12 at noo 2nd 
proceed along the carriage drive to a point indicated, then along a road formed of the back «he 
platform, and thero set down, ‘The Carriages must be then driven to a Stand, set apart fo. them 
and wait there till they are required to take up. They will then leave the Park by the same 
road. 

5.—Persons, in vehicles, with ‘Tickets to witness the Coremony of the rec ‘ption 
of the Prince at the Town Tfall, ana not taking part in the Royal Procession may proceod along 
Park Street, Oxford Row, Fenton Strect, St. James's Street, and Portland Crescent, a) 4 set 
down at tho North Entrance, their horses heads towards the East. After setting dow®, the 
Carrieges must pass along Great George Sirect, and wait to return and take up; their rss” 
heads being then towards the West, they must move off by any of the streets above namet: 


6.—Persons taking part in the Royal Procession, with Carriages, must set dow and 
take up at the Fast (Calverley Street) Entrance of the Town Hall. The Carriages ma’ wait 
upon the vacant ground near the Fire Engine House. After the Ceremony in the Town Hall, 
the Carriages appointed for the Corporation, must take up the Members, and proceed to th front 
of the Town Hall, in the proper order of Procession, the Mayor’s Private Carriage being laced 
nearest the Carriage of the Prince, and the remainder of the Procession according to ar 4nge- 
ment. Tho Prince’s Carriage will be followed by the Military Escort which will clo? the 
Procession. 

7.—The Prince’s Carriage, with those occupying Carriages accompanying His toyal 
Highness, will alone drive to the front of the Town Hall, and there set down and take up 


8.—Volunteer yorps will be drawn up in front of the Town Ifall, but no Carriage will 
be allowed to remain there, or in any other place, except that assigned for them. Aftt the 
reception of the Prince by the Mayor, and the Bands having played the National Anther, the 


Volunteers will move off to the Park, and line cach side of the Carriage Drive, from a point 
indicated, to the House, and hold that ground until the Prince and Procession shall have’ passed. 
They will then move to the Barricades in front of the House, and line the route thence to the 


Platform between the Barricades. 


9.—Friendly and Trades’ Socicties will form in order of Procession iminediately in the rear 
of the Volunteers, fronting to the Town Hall, within tho Burricades, and will rtiove off 
iminddiately after tho Volunteers, niarching to the Park ; on arrival, they will také up the 
; ground on each sido of the Carriage Drive, commencing yas the lower flank of the Volunteers, 
and thence to tho Front Entrance of the Park, or as near thoreto ns they can safely approach. 


10.-—On thé arrival of tho Royal Procession in front of the House, tho Carriages wil 
‘get down, and move off into the back Carriage Drive, and there wait until they aré required to 
fake up. After taking up tliey may move off by the same Road they entet'éd. 


11.—The Princo will be escorted from Harewood to tho Town Hall, on the 19th inst. 
by the E (ot Harowood) Troop of the Yorkshire Hussars, under thé command of Captain 
Viscount Lascelles, and after thé Ceréinony at the Town Hall he will be éscorted to tha Payk 
by the A (or Leeds) Troop of tlic shtto Regintent, undér the command of Captain Denisdn. 


12.—Tho Park will bo open free, to all persons on foot, on that day, and such persons 
miay exiter by thé Principal Fhitrance up to 12 o’clock at noon, after which timo that JIéntrance 
Will be closed, until the Royal Procéssion shall have passed. But foot passerigérs may enter thd’ 
Park up to 12.30 p.a., from Roundhay Road, by a New Entrance formed a short distandé néarér 
to Leeds than the Paincipal Entrance to the Park, which will be indicated by a Direction 
Board. After which time the whole route of the Procession must be kept absolutely clear until 
thé Royal Procéssion shall have passed. 


13,—No Curringos will bo allowed to onter tho Tark at any timo during the day, except 
in conformity with theso Regulations. Any Carriages remaining at the Stand in tho Park, 
until the commencement of the Fireworks, must under no circumstances be allowed to leave 
until after 9 pm, All Carriages on the Roundhay Road, which may have set down their 
passengors before the commencement of the Fireworks, tho drivers of which desire to remain to 
pick up passengers, must be filed in single rank, on the contrary side of Roundhay Road to the 
Park Entrance, and must not bo allowed to movo off until after 9 v.31. 


The Carriages, which wait to take up after the Fireworks, in the field near thé Weat 
Lodge Entrance of the Park (except, those with persons desirous of passing through Gledhow to 
Chapeltown) trust remain until 9 p.a. before moving off by Park Road. 


No vehicle of any description must be allowed to pass Shcepscar Police Station to 
Roundhay Park after 7 p.m., and until 9.30 ra. Nor by Spencer Place, or elthé? énds of 
Haarehills Lane, abutting upon Roundhay Road, or by any othér Roail into Roundhay Road, 
from 7 P.M. until 9.30 p.m.
